WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—War- 
time prohibition was held constitu- 
tional today by the Supreme Court 
tm a unanimous decision: (Thus 
vanished the hopes of many for ~ 
‘wet’ holiday time. 

No decision was renderéd on the 
cases. involving the constitutional- 
ity of the Volstead law, tne prv- 
hibition enforcement .act, framed 
to carry out the intent of the pro- 
hobition amendment ‘to thie. coniti- 
tution. 

In passing, however, Associate 
Justice Brandeis did hold that .the 
prohibition iamendment .was bind- 
ing on the states as well as the 
federal government. 

The court entirély reversed the
